their fault, insinuato ‘concessions’ which 
tend to give the Chinese a stronger control 
of lucal affairs than if their representatives 
constituted the majority in the Loyislative 
Council. When the Chinese are avertly 
ubjectionable and obstructive they can be 
dealt with easily enough. It in when they 
nettle down to passire opposition that the 
power of the Celestial is most terrible. 
Then the Kuropean, ‘rather than bother,’ 
yields, and the Chinaman coutinues on his 
owusweoetwiy, rot boisterousl y exultant but 
To 
have once succeoded is a reason why he 


inwardly gratified with his success, 


should always Le successful. 


Now, if there is one thing the China- 
wan ubjects to more than another it ia 
modern sanitation as understond hy Dr 
Clark and other holders of the Diploma of 
Public Health. 
Sanitary Board (we apologise to our readers 
for dragging it in again !) ordained thavcer- 
tain houses in a certain filthy village should 
lie whitewashed. The Chinese, pleading 
and inconvenience, appealed 
against thie Dravonian mcasuro, and 
tho Legialative Council decided that the 
rural Chinaman must be left undisturbed 
in his filth. The cry-of che ‘ oppressed * is 
now heard from Konnedytown. There tho 
intcusion of the yoshiteare hus had the effect 
of sonding up rentals to prices bitherto un- 
dreamt of in that salubrious suburb. A 
few Chinese families, unable to pay the 
high retitals asked, did what some Euro- 
peans are contemplating if no relief 
comes soon to free them from the rack 
renting landlord—they ‘ squatted’ on 
the hillside. The huta thay erected 


A short time, ago, the 


poverty 


were insanitary.- ‘hoy were prosocuted, 
and fined by the Pulice Magistrate. They 
now approach the Sanitary Board pleading 
poverty and prsying to be left in peace in 
their insanitary surroundings. We cannot 
help pitying the condition of these people, 
which, to some extent, has been brought 
about by a power outside their influenca ; 
but, after all, the public health must be safe- 
guarded, Whatever the situntion is, there 
is absolutely no excuse fur these people 
to say * We must sell our daughters tu pre- 


‘gorve pur own eelfish existence.’ If they 


will practice a little wiso cconomy in their 
expenditure on joss paper, é&e,, thoy can 
do wondera in’ the way of making both 
ends meets. The Sanitary Board was well 
advised in refusing to go behind-the Magis- 
trate’s decision. Hf it yielded in this 
instaneo, it would have been inundated hy 
similar applications. 

At yesterday's meeting, the Board 
had another opportunity - of ateeling its 
collective heart. The Bodrd’s officers, 
even though aided by the police, bave boon 
unable to check the inhuman practice of 
placing moribund persone in the street. 
The danger of this in cases of in- 
fectious disease is too obvious to need 
elaboration. It is done, for two rea- 
sons—to escape the expense of burying the 
infected porson, and to escape the expense 
or trouble of the necessary disinfection. 


All other methods having failed, it was" 


decided by the European membors of tho 
Board, on the motion of Mr Osburne, to 
double the rates for one quarter of the 
tenants of the twelve houses nearest to a 
dead body unless tho guilty person is forth- 
coming. We-do not know if this. wise 
proposal can bo enforced legally, but if -it 
cannot then fina or imprisonment can be 
imposed. This course is followed in: 
Ireland, and has had a. good effect 
in . checking Tho 
Chinese know well enough who it is thab 
dumps down these bodies in the strcots, 
and ‘are banded together tu defeat tho 
authorities in their efforts to discover: the 
perpetrators and to check the spread of two 
terrible diseases. It is the duty of the 
Government to adopt a firm stand against 
this conspiracy of silence, and to show.tho 
Chineso that they axe not te rule the sflairs 
of thia Colony as it suits themselves.

Russian Naval Changes. 

The Nagasaki Press of the 2ist April 
says i—Admiral Vesolago, second in com- 
mand of the Russian -equadron on this 
station, arrived hore a few days ago from 
Port Arthur on the cruiser Dimitry Don- 
skoy, and was relieved of his post on Satur- 
day morning by, Admiral Konymitch, tho 
newly-appointed Commander of the squad- 
ron, who arrived here on the Mth inst. 
from Odessa by the R. V. F. steamer 
Tambor, The new Commander, flying his 
flag on the Dimitry Donskoy, will sail for 
Port Arthur inn few days, and Admiral 
Veselago will leave Nagasaki shortly for 
home by a Russian Volunteer Fleet 
steamer. 

Overcrowding on a Canton Steamer. 

At the Magistracy, to-day, Captain 
Mead, of the Canton-Hongkong steamer 
Le. Rhone was charged with having an 
exceas of passengers on board his steamer 
beyond the nember allowed by his licenso. 
Oniy the other day the Captain was 
fined $175 for this offence, when he put 
forward tho excuse that the passengers 
crowded on to his boat and he ¢ould not 
get them put off. To-day, his’ excuse was 
that the steamer used to have a licence to 
carry 400 passengers, ‘This had. been 
reduced for reasons unknown to him. 
Inspector Kemp stated that, on the arrival 
of the steamer from Hongkong, ho and 
a body of men went on board and | 
counted the paasengers. There were 241 
on board, or 69 in excess of the number 
the vessel was allowed to carry. The Ma- 
gistrate inflicted a penalty of $200, with $1 
additional for each passenger in excess.

such an occurrence, would be for the Ship- 
ping Firms te refuse to carry passengers.

_ + MACAQ. 


ELE, Sir Henry.A. Blake, G.C.M.G., 
went to Macao on Tuesday in the ‘torpedo. 
destroyer Janta, necompanicd by his Pri- 
vate Secretary, Mr R. F. Johnston, and 
Lieut. A. Blake, A.D.C. They arrived 
shortly before noon, and after tLe guns of 
tha’Macao forts had ieplied to the salute of 
the Janus, His Excellency was welcomed 
before going ashore by Mr Seaton, tho 
British Vico-Consul, and a number - of 
Colonial officials. A guard of honour await 
od His Exelloney on landing,’ and tha 
British National Anthem was played, as tho 
party, aecempanivd by Lieut. Corbett, 
commanding tho -Janus, procecded to 
Government House.

The Reported ‘Loan from the 
Hongkong Bank. 


Pho reports that tha Japances Govern- ‘ 


ment contemplates an important financial 
arrangement with the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank scom to be altogelhor un- 
warrantea., It hna been: stated in the 
Tokio papora that Mr Juckson, Manager 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank in 
Yokohama, had entered into » otiations 
with the Government with the view of Ge- 
cepting Japanese loan ‘bonds to the amount 
ot yon 35,0U0,00: ar Yen 49,€09,000 

With tho object of investignting these 
statements, a representative of the Japun 
Herald saw Mr D. Jackson on the 21st 
April; and questioned him on the subject. 
Mr Jackson unreservedly and emphatically 
donied the whole story ass parc fabrica- 
tion. “He had not beon in Tokio for many 
months, and had _ neither been himself 
approached by any Goyernment emissary, 
nor had ho approached Marquis Ito, Vis- 
count Watanabo, or any other Cabinet 
Minister with. xogard to the purchase .of 
Joan bonds of atiy kind whatever. 


Count Inouye's View. 

‘A contribution to. the discussion of the 
financial question in Japan, which seems 
to be re-opening, was mado recently by 
Count Inouye, former Finance Minister. 
Ata dinner in Tokio the Count (as trans- 
lated by the Japan Times) said he regarded 
the war indemnity Japan had exacted 
from China as the primary root of the 
present ‘evil, maamuch ae it Jed to sudden 
and undve expansion of all business, 
Government and private. The lute sudden 
expansion of the municipal corporation of 
Nagoya supplied one significant iflustration. 
Til four or five years age the corporation’s 
economy did yot exceed 0,000 yon, but at 
present it stood at no less than 600,000 yen. 


Tt was. conceivable that the fortune of | 


some ime might be expanded tenfold 
even during the short space of four or tivo 
years, hut such expansion in the case of a 
big co-poration like Nagoys was evidently 
ibsurd. Indeed tho nsunicipal adminie- 
tration of Nagoya proved how aboormal 
mutters were now, for it bad been obliged 
to start on extraordinary tsx, thnt isa tax 
on artisans and skied lsbourers. Even 
without this impediment Nagoya had been 
hampered very. much owing to the fret that 
the manufacturers ‘there had .to ,pay-40 
yon per ton for coal which could “be 
obtaineil at about balf the price at Moji. 


The Count thorefore eould not but enter.” 


tin A serions apprehension about the 
fature of the Nugoys industry, Nor could 
ho think the nuapicipal economy of Osak, 
that is 2 million yon, us indicative of the 
healthy progress of that Manchester of 
Japan. This remark about Nagoya ond 
Osaka might le said to bo equally ap- 
plicablo to every civic corporation iu Japan, 
and be was aftaid that Japan’s economic 
condition must be-soriously Incking order 
and symmetry. The Count then olucidated, 
his favorite economic policy of the ‘sclt- 
supporting principles’ observed that Japan 
inast endeavor to supply her own requirc- 
ments, and that each individual must 
cultivate this self-denying virtue.
